London,, Sept. ll.—The Swedish 
foreign office, according to a dis­ 
patch from Copenhagen to the Ex­ 
change Telegraph company, has is­ 
sued the following: 
“The Swedish foreign office has 
not received any account regarding 
the transmission of the telegrams 
mentioned in the statements of the 
government of the United States, 
and the Swedish government there­ 
fore is unable at present to deter­ 
mine what its position should be on 
the question opened by the state­ 
ment. 
lr is, however, accurate to 
say that just after the world war 
broke out the Swedish foreign min­ 
ister expressed an opinion that he 
ought to transmit a German tele­ 
gram concerning the civil popula­ 
tion of Kiao Chow' (the former Ger­ 
man fortress in tim Chinese penin­ 
sula of Shan Tung). In the summer 
of 1915 the wish 
was

from the British that the transm is­ 
sion of telegrams between Germany 
and North America should cease. 
No formal demand was made, but 
the fcieign minister acceded to the 
wish.

Austrian m erchants from Italy is 
gradually b°ing filled by American 
products.” said H. P. Benton, an 
American, who has for many years 
been m anager of one 
of 
Italy’s 
largest department stores.” but if 
Americans wish to hold this trade 
they must get around to extending 
credits and catering to the trade 
fey making small-lot sales. 
“I do not mean thai Americans 
should do business like the Ger* 
mans, because tliev can’t. 
German 
business was often a losing propo­ 
sition. 
T he loss was made up in 
many Gaffes by direct subsidies of 
twenty-five per cent to firms push­ 
ing German goods. 
I knew per­ 
sonally of a big firm in Milan that 
Handled German hosiery. 
By hav­ 
ing Miis line of goods m anufactur­ 
ed in Germany in its own shops 
instead of in Italy, it received this 
subsidy 
and therefore undersold 
not only Kalians but English com­ 
petitors. 
‘‘So you see the vaunted German 
business methods were net really 
business at all. 
I think this sub­ 
sidy arrangem ent 
must 
explain 
why the Germans turned out such 
a lot of poor grade goods. 
His big 
object was to m ake sales under all 
circum stances. 
The 
more 
sales 
tile more subsidy. 
“Now, at present America is tile 
only country 
which 
can 
supply 
many of the articles needed here 
Therefore if her wholesalers 
de­ 
mand cash at New York the Ital­ 
ians must pay or go without the 
goods. But this system does not 
tend to build up steady trade. So 
soon as these m erchants get the 
opportunity they will buy in E n g­ 
land and France, or else make up 
the goods themselves, as they are 
already beginning to do. Also it 
must be 
remembered 
that there 
are no large combinations of m er­ 
chants here, that it is a country 
of small stores, and therefore the 
wholesalers 
must 
be 
willing to 
sell in small lots. In reply to in­ 
quiries, an 
American 
firm 
will 
send over a handsome set of lit­ 
erature and ask for an order of 
thousands of the articles in ques­ 
tion when the buyer has only doz­ 
ens in mind. 
“I 
think 
the 
-Americans 
who 
have looked over tile field realize 
that Italy is virgin soil com m er­ 
cially, and offers big opportunity 
for the establishment of manufac­ 
turing plants 
backed 
by foreign 
capital and worked by Italian la­ 
bor. From this point 
of 
view a 
thorough understanding of the Ital­ 
ian m entality 
is 
necessary 
and 
possibly a long campaign of educa 
tion to prove to the workman that 
the e n jo y e r s ’ interests are his in­ 
terests. At bottom, the Italians are 
good hearted, kindly people, and ir 
you get their good will your way 
is much easier. One must be cau­ 
tious in making contracts and not 
take their little tricks too serious­ 


ly. 
“From a retail 
point 
of view, 
business is now very good. 
The 
m ajority of my sales are made to 
the richer Italians. They are will­ 
ing to pay very 
high 
prices 
for 
what they want, and they particu­ 
larly want 
foreign 
made 
goods. 
For this 
reason 
American made 
goods go well. American shoes a l­ 
ready have secured a fine market: 
here. I think also that American 
5 and IO 
cent 
specialty 
stores 
would do well. 
Other American 
specialties, like men’s shirts, un­ 
derclothes, 
socks, 
ready 
made 
suits and overcoats 
may 
in time 
secure a wide m arket though at. 
present the custom is to wear tail­ 
or made clothes.”

NARROW ESCAPE OF THE AUTOISTS 


Former 
Sedalian 
Figured 
in 
an 
Exciting Experience a Few 
Days Ago Near W ater­ 
town, New York.

B. J. Miimier, a former Sedalian, 
and son of Mrs. M. A. Minnie], of 
HUS 
South 
Massachusetts street, 
this city, figured in a very unusual 
accident, an account of which ap­ 
peared in a recent issue of%a W ater­ 
town, N. Y., paper, a copy of which 
Mrs. Minnie!’ has received. 
The story tells of a stampede of 
about four hundred 
horses 
from 
Pine Camp of Batteries A, B, C and 
I), of the Fifteenth field artillery, 
during which the car of Mr. Milliner 
was run over and wrecked. 
Ju st what started the stampede 
is a mystery, the paper giving an 
account of the occurrence saying 
it 
was 
one of the unexplainable 
workings of a horse’s mind. 
Mr. Minnier’s story as related in 
the newspaper follows: 
‘i t was the worst thing I ever 
saw,” said Manager B. J. Milliner, 
of the New York Air Brake com­ 
pany, in discussing the experience 
near the Deferiet bridge, where he 
met a herd of IOO horses as they 
came dashing toward his car. 
“I am thankful that I am alive 
today to tell the tale, for had I 
gone fifty feet farther toward De­ 
feriet it is likely that our entire 
party would have been killed. 
‘‘Myself, Mrs. Minnier, my daugh­ 
ter, Frances, and Charles E. Gray, 
superintendent of the 
east 
plant, 
and Mrs. Gray, left this city shortly 
before 8 o’clock last evening. 
We 
approached 
Deferiet 
about 
8:30, 
when we heard the patter of feet, 
and by the aid of my headlights 
I saw i he horses coming toward me. 
I 
was 
so 
taken 
by 
surprise 
? 
couldn’t imagine what was up, but 
I immediately turned my car to­ 
ward the side of ^he road. 
I was 
right on the Deferiet 
hill, 
about 
fifty feet from the bridge. 
Here 
the 
embankments 
are 
high 
on 
either side and I was unable to 
drive into the lots. 
“I had no sooner stoped my car 
when about 200 ol the horses dash- 
d by. 
They were fresh, for they 
had just escaped and were tear­ 
ing down the road in a wild stam ­ 
pede. 
I immediately told my wife, 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Gray to get 
out of the car and flee for safety, 
as I could see at least 200 mort 
approaching. 
“This bunch of horses even ap­ 
peared to be wilder than the others 
and it was this bunch that totally 
wrecked my machine. 
They came 
at me headon and as they leaped 
on my car the occupants leaped 
oat from the other side. 
They ran 
to the woods for safety. 
My daugh­ 
ter sustained a badly cut lip as a 
result of a piece of flying glass 
from the broken windshield. 
‘i t seemed that about every other 
horse leaped ito my machine and 
as 
the 
first 
animal struck ii he 
leaped onto the fender and stuck 
his head right through 
the 
wind­ 
shield. 
Fortunately he drove all 
the glass away from my face, but 
his head came right through Lind 
right up beside my head. 
Other 
horses leaped with their feet on the 
running board, while others dashed 
over the radiator and landed with 
their front feet on the top of the 
car.” 
Everyone who saw the wreck of 
Mr. Minnier’s large seven-passenger 
Cadillac car would wonder how any 
one of his party escaped with their 
lives. 
Large 
bunches 
of 
horse­ 
hair was found entangled in various 
parts of the windshield and top. 
Others cars were reported dam­ 
aged as the horses sped along the 
roadway in their wild stampede.
